They are known to be indis- 
posed to permit Constitutionalist par- 
ticipation in their deliberations at this 
late,day, and would have given no con- 
sideration to Gen. Carranza’s requests 
if the American delegates had not asked 
them to do so. Before any answer is 
given to Sefior Urquidi, the Mexican 
peace delegates, Sefiores Rabasa, El- 
guero, and Rodriguez, will ask Gen: 
Huerta for instructions as to what their 
course should be if the mediators should 
give favorable consideration to the rebel 
application. 

The Mexican delegates are opposed ‘to 
such action, and it -seems to be settled 
in advance that neither they nor their 
Government will agree that a Constitu- 
tionalist delegate be admitted to the 
conferences unless he has full authority 
to arrangé a plan for the adjustment of 
Mexico’s troublés.

A. story to the effect that there was 
a& tremendous explosion on board the

Lawler was on his 
way to England with his wife and his 
son, Herbert, 15 years old. 

When the collision occurred the 
Empress of Ireland listed under the 
Severe shock’ and water rushed into 
the steerage quarters. A few sec- 
onds later an explosion shook the ves- 
sel. Lawler said this probably was 
when the water reached the boilers. 


Shot Into Water by Blast. 


“ People were simply shot out of the 
ship into the river by the explosion,” 
Lawler continued. “I was pushed 
overboard with my wife and boy. The 
boy could swim, and so I tried to take 
care of my wife, but somehow she 
slipped from.my grasp and sank.” 

Dr.. Johnston, chief medical officer 
on thé Empress of Ireland, said that 
had not the Storstad backed out s0 
soon a larger number of persons 
would have been saved. He asserted 
that when the collier pulled herself 
free the ‘sea surged into the hole she 
had torn in the side of the Empress 
of Ireland, and the liner quickly sank. 

Hayes, chief Marconi operator of the 
Empress of Ireland, told of the sink- 
ing of the vessel. 

“ As soon as I feit the shock of the 
collision,” he said, “I was ordered to 
sound the danger signal, and the flash 
of my S O 8S was immediately picked 
up by the operator at Father Point 
and was answered back. But I could 
not talk .with him, for five minutes 
after the impact my dynamos failed, 
and seventeen minutes after the col- 
lision out boat went down.” 


Woman’s Plucky Struggle. 


To leap pluckily from the deck of the 
sinking liner and swim around for 
nearly. an hour in the river and then 
te drop dead from exhaustion on the 
deck of the pilot boat Eureka was the 
fate of an unidentified woman. She 
had ‘on little clothing.

Soon-we were attended 
to by. those on board the collier and 
made warm and comfortable. 

“ As I swam through the icy waters 
I heard the dull explosion caused by 
the water reaching the engines. It 
was followed by a burst of steam that 


came a quick listing of the liner, and 
she turned over, It looked to me as 
if she turned turtle. 

“I do not think there were many 
first-class passengers saved. I saw 
only one of the first-class boats low- 
ered. 


Behavior of Crew Commended. 


“The weather was virtually calm 
and there was plenty of light on the 
water when I went on deck. I saw 
no fog. I thought at first we had hit 
a rock. .

“The behavior of the crew was, on 
the whole, good, though it must be 
said that the men hardly had time to 
collect themselves or to effect rescues 
in any systematic way. The boat was

“It all happened so quickly that we 
did not really know what was going 
on, and nobody had time to ery * Wo- 
men first!’ ” one of the passengers told 
Capt, Bellinger of the Hureka. “The 
stewards did not have time to rouse 
the people from their berths,” the sur- 
vivor said. “Those who heard the 
frenzied calls of the officers for the. 
passengers to hurry on deck lost no 
time in obeying them, rushing up from 
their cabins in scanty attire. They 
piled into the boats, which were rap- 
idly lowered, and were rowed away. 
Many who waited to dress were 
drowned.” . 

In the interval during which the 
Empress of Ireland was rapidly fill- 
ing, and while frightened throngs were 
hurrying to éscape before she sank, 
there was an explosion which shook 
the ship and added horror to the situ- 
ation. According to one of the rescued, 
the explosion, probably caused by the 
water & the boilers, bulged the 
liner’s side and hurled many persons 
from her decks and plunged them into 
the water. ; 

The ship’s heavy list as the water 
poured into ,her made the work of 
launching boats increasingly difficult 
from moment to moment, and. when 
she finally took her plunge to the bot- 
tom scores still left on her decks were 
carried down in the vortex. Only a 
few were able to clear her sides and 
find support on pleces of wreckage.

‘SHIPPING OFFICE BESIEGED 


for. News—Queen Alexandra 
Expresses Her. Sorrow. . ‘ 


Special Cable to THE New York Times. 

LONDON, May 29.—Deep.-distress at 
the fearful loss of life caused by “the 
sinking of the Empress of Ireland is 
mingled in London with engry indig- 
nation at the crop of false reports and 
rumors circulated respecting the catas- 
trophe. News received during the 
morning left scant room for hope, and 
a report published in the afternoon 
from Montreal that all the passengers 
had been saved came as a blessed sur- 
prise that made subsequent dispatches, 
with their confirmation of the wreck, 
all the more appalling. 

Impressive evidence of how deep and 
widespread was the effect of the 
calamity was shown by the scenes (at; 
the shipping offices not only of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, but of 
other lines. All flags in the -neigh- 
borhood of Charing Cross and Cock- 
spur Street were brought to _half- 
mast. Men who passed the crowds 
gathered outside the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway offices bared their heads 
in reverence for the dead and sym- 
pathy for the living who mourned 
them. 

It was early In the afternoon when 
the Canadian Pacific Railway issued 
an official statement regarding the 
disaster in which it was stated tlt a 
large number of passengers had been 
landed at Rimouski. . From that hour 
on the constantly increasing crowd 
waited anxiously for further news. It 
was a long, heart-rending wait. No 
further official statement was made 
till late in the afternoon, by which 
time many women had collapsed. 


A Watcher Already Thrice Be- 
reaved. 


Among the watchers outside the Ca- 
nadian Pacific offices in Cockspur 
Street was Mrs. Wild, a nurse of Wal- 
ton, Lancashire. Her father was 
drowned seventeen years. ago in the 
sinking of the Britannic; her husband, 
H. T, Wild, was -chief officer of .the 
Titanic, and was lost when that vessel 
went down; -her brother, George 
Evans, was sixth officer of the Titanic 
and was also drowned in the disaster. 
Her only surviving brother, Frederick 
Evans, was third officer of the Em- 


press of Ireland, having joined the }- 


vessel only three months ago. 

Mrs. Wild is a niece of Capt. Ken- 
dall of the Empress of Ireland. 

The company’s offices were kept 
open all night. As the evening, wore 
on the ‘number of inquirers rapidly 
increased, and batWeen' 10 and’ 11° hot 
only was the sidewalk outside the 
building thronged, but the inquiry of- 
fice on the ground floor was filled to 
its utmost: limit. 

Groups of anxious watchers sur- 
rounded the bulletin boards, while 
others, tired with their long wait and 
worn with anxiety, sought what rest 
they could on chairs and benches. 
Outside many taxicabs were drawn 
up, and in some of them women in 
evening dress sat patiently waiting 
while their male friends sought in- 
formation from the officials. 

John Burns dashed up in a taxicab 
from the Board of Trade -to learn the 
official account of the disaster. As 
he’ came out of the offices he ex- 
claimed to a friend: “It is very 
dyeadful.”” His words were heard by 
by-standers and quickly repeated 
throughout the crowd; intensifying 
the general anxiety. 

Queen Alexandra telephoned from 
Marlborough House and expressed 
her grief at the catastrophe. 

As the afternoon wore on the scénes 
around the shipping office district 
grew pathetic in the extreme. Hope 
dwindled with the weary waiting. In- 
cident after incident of a sad and mov- 
ing character occurred. 

A woman whose husband was 
returning after some years’ ab- 
sence in Canada remained through- 
out the afternoon on the outskirts of 
the crowd sobbing as if her heart 
would break, and refusing to be com- 
forted. Another, Miss MacNeill, kept 
silent watching bravely and refusing 
to give up hope that her brother, an 
engineer returning on the ‘ill-fated 
vessel, had been saved. 

There were many Salvationists in the 
crowd. “God moves in a mysterious 
way,” said one. The others bared 
their heads reverently. 

False Report of All Safe. 

A second visit from John Burns 
caused a sudden spurt of hope. He 
came out of the offices, exclaiming, 
“This is excellent news! ” referring 
to a cablegram, which afterward was 
posted in the window of the Canadian 
Pacific offices, which read: “ No lives 
lost.” People began to cheer, and the 
atmosphere of sorrow seemed magical-, 
ly transformed into one of excited re- 
joicing: Unhappily, the company was 
unable to confirm the glad tidings. 

It was pointed out that the dispatch 
did not come from the company’s rep- 
resentatives in Montreal or Quebec, 
but from: Rimouski via New York,

The Daily News, comparing the Ti- 
tanic and Empress of Ireland disasters, 
says: 

“The Titanic plunged, heedless of 
warning, into. an ice-irfested region, 
but the Empress of Ireland had been 
brought to a. standstill in the fog and 
was motionless when she received the 
deathblow. If there can be any miti- 
gation of so profound a sorrow, it is 
to be found in this—that the doom 
that overtook the Empress of Ireland 
was not invited, but came out of those 
perils of the sea that, whether avoid- 
able or unavoidable, defy ‘all human 
prescience on the part of the victim 
and bring all precautions of. human 
wisdom to naught.” 


The Daily News adds that the ca- 
lamity suggests that new and drastic 
regulations are necessary: as -to the 
movement of vessels in fog-bound seas. 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

“The Titanic disaster not only 
struck a chill throughout the whole 
world, it humbled the boastful pride 
of man in his conquests over nature. 
Now comes this ‘second and almost 
equally crushing blow to remind us 
once more that the perils of the, sea 
can never wholly be conquered de- 
spite all human skill, forethought, in- 
genuity, and courage.” 

The Chronicle says: : 

“Once again the inestimable wade 
of wireless telegraphy as an aid and 
protection to man in navigation: of: 
the great seas has been strikingly 
demonstrated.” ; 

The Morning Post says: 
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tional convention on safety of life at 
sea. Those provisions represent near- 
ly all that science and international 
regulation. can do to increase the 
safety of transoceanic navigation, 
They mark a signal advance upon 
present conditions, but it is to be 
feared. that if they had been in the 
fullest operations they would have 
done nothing to avert the- disaster 
which -has befallen the Empress of 
Ireland. Regulations and safety ap- 
pliances may do much to minimize 
the risk of disasters at sea, but they 
cannot abolish the risk.” 





LONDON, May 30.—The London morn- 
ing papers, in commenting editorially 
on the disaster, call for a thorough in- 
vestigation as to whether the bulkheads 
were closed, and if so how was it that 
the most modern system of water-tight 
compartments failed to keep the ship 
from sinking. 

The claim for the Empress of Ireland 
will be the heaviest sustained by the 
Lloyds underwriters since the sinking of 
the Titanic. It is expected that the dis- 
aster will give a serious check to the 
scheme for establishing a Canadian 
Liyods, with a view to reducing the 
rates charged in London for insuring 
vessels navigating the St. Lawrence.

MYSTERY OF THE PRESIDENT 





Lost with 300 on Board in 1841, 
and Only News of Her Fate Told 
in Note in a Bottle. 





The sinking of the Empress of Ire- 
land inevitably recalls other great sea 
disasters and among these looms the 
wreck of the White Star Liner Titanic, 
which struck an iceberg off the New- 
foundland Banks on April 14, 1912, and 
sank, with a death léss of 1,595. The 
rescued numbered 745. 

The Titanic stands out as the greatest 
sea disaster of all time. In number of 
lives lost it exceeded all others, and somc 
of its victims were among the - most 
notable people in the world. Col. John 
Jacob Astor, Major Archibald Butt, 
Jacques Futrelle, Benjamin Guggen- 
heim, Henry B. Harris, Charles M. 
Hays, Isidor Straus, George D. Widener 
and Frank D. Millet were among those 
lost. Leaders in business, art, the 
army, the theatre, literature and so- 
ciety met death with hordes of immi- 
grants. 

. Aside from being the. largest ship: in 
the world at the time, the Titanic was 
on.her maiden voyage. Just four days 
before the news of the disaster was 
flashed around the world newspapers 
everywhere -had printed the newa of 
the Titanic’s sailing for New York from 
Southampton. She was considered the 
last word in safety, efficiency, and iux- 
uriance of equipment, and the eyes of 
the world were upon her. Had shc 
made a safe passage, her entrance into 
New York Harbor would have been an 
event of great importance. Therefore, 
when it was learned that she had gone 
to the bottom of the ocean the world 
was astounded. The calamity was of 
such unprecedented proportions that it 
seemed beyond the realm of possibility. 

Among. calamities on the water the 
burning of the excursion. steamer Gen- 
eral Slocum on June 18, 1904, stands 
next to the Titanic disaster in import- 
ance and number of lives lost. Crowded 
with excursionists, most of them women 
and children, the General Slocum was 
going up the East River when the fire 
occurred. The occasion -was the annual 
excursion of St. Mark’s Church and 
everybody aboard the boat was out for a 
day of fun and frolic. 
the boat caught fire and before she had 
been beached on North Brother Island 
nearly 1,000 persons had lost their lives. 

The burning of the Uranium Line 
steamer Volturno in midocean on Oct. 
9,° 19138, was the greatest disaster by 
fire In the ocean in recent years. The 
Volturno was bound from Rotterdam to 
New York with 657 pasengers aboard 
when fire started in her hold. In spite 
of the fact that wireless calls brought 
ten ships to the rescue, 136 lives were 
lost. 


Loss of the President in 1841. 


One of the strangest of the great sea 
disasters. of modern .times was the loss 
of the. President, .which put. to: sea, on 
fare 1, .. 184i, with 300 ‘persons. on 

d. Months afterward a bottle con- 
taining a note telling of the sinking 
of thé ship was picked up in midocean, 
but the details of the disaster are a 
mystery to this day. 

Before the invention of wireless teleg- 
raphy many ships left ports and were 
never heard. of again. How they were 
wrecked was never told. After months 
of waiting they were merely reported 
lost with all on board. _Among_ those 
80 reported. were the British steamship 
City of Glasgow, which left Liverpool 
March 4, 1854, with 480 passengers and 
crew; the steamer Pacific, which left 
New York in January, 1856, carrying 
186 passengers; the Evening Star, which 
disappeared with 250 persons on board in 
1866 while running from New York to 
New Orleans, and“the City of Boston, 
which left New York in 1870 carrying 
117 passengers. 

A disaster of the early days that was 
greatly felt in New York was the lots 
of the steamier Arctic in 1854. Running 
in a dense fog on Oct.:27, she came into 
collision with the French ship Vesta. 
Thinking that the Vesta, instead. of his 
own vessel, had been seriously damaged, 
Capt, Luce of the Arctic: sent: off: four 
of his life boats to the aid of the French 
liner. When the life boats were out-of 
reach he discovered- that the Arctic 
was sinking. Of her crew and passeng- 


ers, numbering 489 persons. 322 were 
lost. Most of them were residents of 


Another appalling sea tragedy was the 
burning of the Hamburg-American 
liner Austria in September. 1858. ~

Premier Borden. Believes Nothing 
Canada Could Have Done ‘Would: 
Have Averted the Disaster. 





OTTAWA, Ontario, May 29.—That a 
thorough investigation must be -made 
into. the loss of the Canadian Pacific 
steamer Empress of Ireland was urged 
on the Canadian Government tonight by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, leader of the Oppo- 
sition in Parliament. 

“The hand. of Fate has been heavy 
during the last few months,’* he added. 
** This. is the third: disaster on the St 
Lawrence route since navigation. opened 
two months ago,.and in loss: of: life it 
has surpassed anything since the. wreck 
of the Titanic. In proportion of loss of 
life this even exceeds the Titanic itself. 

“It is premature to express an opinion 
on the disaster, but -it is difficult to. be- 
lieve that such an accident in the St, 
Lawrence, so near to Father Point, could 
not have been prevented. I will not pass 


be one of thuse disasters which could not 
have been prevented. by human agency.”! 

The wreck evoked .sympathetic utter- 
ances in the House of Commans to-day 
from Premier Borden, who said he hoped 
that the report of the number of lives 
lost was exaggerated. He said it was an 
accident that could. not have been pre- 
vented by any action -which: the country 
could have taken, to render navigation 
safe.

A CABINET COUNCIL HELD 


President Gives It as an Excuse for 
Not Making Public His Views 
of the Settlement. 


_Bpecial Cable to THE NEw YorK TIMES. 

-MEXICO CITY, May 29.—When THE 
New ...Yore TiIMEs _. correspondent 
_ showed Dr.: Alcocer, the Minister of 
the Interior, a copy of a dispatch 
summarizing the Niagara plan of set- 
tling Mexico’s difficulties and asked 
him if he thought President Huerta 
would accept its recommendation that 
he resign, he answered in the nega- 
tive. He said he had seen Gen. Huerta 
in the course of the morning and that 
nothing seemed to indicate that he 
had departed in any degree from ‘his 
original intention, so repeatedly ex- 
pressed. 

-When asked whether the President 
might not be disposed to make a new 
statement, the Minister said that .al- 
Most every day Gen. Huerta had been 
making declarations on the subject 
@nd that it seemed unreasonable to be 
worrying him constantly with the 
same question. Dr. Alcocer added 
that, inasmuch-as the President had 
not been willing to entertain the idea 
of resigning in favor of a man en- 
joying his full confidence, it ‘was still 
less likely that he would resign in 
favor of @ man of revolutionary’ sym- 
pathies. 

The correspondent made an earlier 
attempt to get President Huerta’s 
opinion of the settlement plan, calling 
at his house at 6 A. M. and sending 
him, by one of his aids, a translation 
of a message concerning the peace 
plan, but soon after Gen. Blanquet, 
the War Minister; Sefior de la Lama, 
the Finance Minister, and Garcia Na- 
ranjo, the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, drove. up and the German Min- 
ister called:. The result was that the 
President sent word that he could not, 
see the correspondent. 

‘Phe general public seems pleased at 
the prospect of peace. 

It was expected that the Foreign 
Relations Department would -have 
some news to give out this evening re- 
garding the Niagara Falls Conference, 
but at 7 o’clock Sefior HEsteva Ruiz 
told the correspondents that he had 
nothing of interest to communicate. 

The Foreign Relations Department 
has cabled the Mexican delegates at 
Niagara Falls, instructing them to 
furnish full details of the proposals 
and. plans of settlement which are 
being ~peRaeey in the mediation con- 
ferenee. +..: 

‘It was dzpected that a Cabinet 
meeting weuld be held this. afternoon, 
but there was none. Sefior de la 
Lama, -however, held an extended 
conference with Gen. Blanquet. : 

President Huerta was again seen on 
foot in’ thé main streets this evening, 
accompanied by a single ald, and was 
shaved at a German barber’s shop. 
The Finance Department has issued a 
decree formally closing the Custom 
Houses at Tampico and Tuxpam, ow- 
ing to their being: withdrawn from 
“ Government authority. 

The Senate at a late hour took action 
regarding the extension of the period 
of the sessions of Congress and passed 
a bill for their extension sine die. The 
bill was hurried to the Chamber. of 
Deputies, and there approved by a 
unanimous vote of the 128 Deputies 
present. 

Gén..Javier de Moure has just re- 
turned from Cuernavaca and in a day 
or two «will depart at the head of a 
Federal column to recover Tepic. 

The Department of the Interior has 
information that the rebel leaders, 
Gen. Herrera and Gen. Chao, at Bal- 
leza, have quarreled with Villa and 
that the Arrieta brothers in Durango 
are also at outs with him. Rodrigo 
Quevedo, in Northern Chihuahua, is 
said to be actively pushing a counter- 
revolution. 

The department’s advices from 
Monterey are that the rebels. have 
seized the brewery and are operating 
it-at full capacity and selling the out- 
put all over northern Mexico. The 
funds thus. obtained are being used 
for thé needs of the revolutionary 
exchequer. The Monterey property 
of Miguel Quiroga, Fernando Ancira, 
Dr. Gregorio Martinez, and other per- 
sons regarded as sympathizers of the 
Federal Administration has been con- 
fiscated. Dr. Martinez is held by the 
rebels in the penitentiary, and it is 
reported. that several secret execu- 
tions have taken place. 

The Mexican Consul at San Antonio, 
Texas, reports to ‘the Foreign Rela- 
tions Department that one of the 
chief ‘Causes of the discontent of 
Villa’s followers is that he has appro- 
priated:.to himself the fruits. of his 
lootings, refusing to make a fair di- 
vision with his officers and men. 


MEXICO CITY, May 29.—The Minis- 
ters of War and Finance were in con- 
ference today for more than five hours.

MUTINY STORY REITERATED. 


Vera Cruz. Gets New Version of 
Ticklish Situation in Capital. 


VERA CRUZ, May 2. — President 
Huerta’s position is described again to- 
day by refugees from the capital as 
extremely critical because of the grow- 
ing antagonism among army officers to 
his continuance in, what is virtually a 
dictatorship. The many-reports of the 
mutiny on Saturday, when Federals 
were said to have been repulsed with 
heavy loss in an attack on President 
Huerta’s home in a suburb, and of a 
previous uprising among the «troops, 
show clearly’ that the forcible elimina- 
tion of Huerta by his own men ts an 
ever-present -possibility, although. the 
detaileg stories of the recent rising, 
which vary widely, may be inaccurate. 

Americans and other foreigners in the 
capital, however; are convinced of the 
partial truth of these reports. because 
the newspapers are not allowed to pub- 
lish: anything -whatever relating to the 
disturbances known ‘te uave occurred, 
and it is said that El Pais, the: most 
independent of the: capital papers, has 
been suppressed since last week, when 
an item describing a mutiny of. the 
palace guard, composed of members of 
the Twenty-ninth Infantry, was set up 
and about .to. be priated. 

‘The reported attempted mutiny among 
the men of the Twenty-ninth Regiment 
is particularly interesting because it 
leads back to the rumors of discord be- 
tween President Huerta’ and Gen. Blan- 
quet, the Minister of War. The varying 
accounts of this split between the two 
men ‘were augmented today by what 
purported tobe a, detailed ‘report from 
a palace official ofa ‘recent conference 
of Huerta, Bianquet, and Velasco, when 
Gen. Velasco rsceived orders to return 
to San Luis Potosi, taking with him the 
recruits impressed from the territory 
surrounding the capital and including 
many high-caste Mexicans who volun- 
teered to fight against the Americans. 

Velasco protested against the folly of 
sending these raw recruits, poorly armed 
and almost without ammunition; to the 
front. "He declared that it meant only 
the slaughtor of these-men and could 
not result even in delaying the advance 
of the Conastitutionalists. Enraged by 
this opposition, Huerta is said to have 
leaned across the table and, shaking his 
fist in Velasco’s face, to have shouted 
at him that he must do as ordered or 
take the consequences. 

Velasco repeated his objections, and 
Huerta became. so furious that Blan- 
quet was forced to intervene, shouting: 
“This is no way to adjust this affair.’’ 
His pleading for peate between the lead- 
ers and his efforts to have Velasco ac- 
cept his orders were finally successful, 
and Velasco departed for the front al- 
though still protesting that he was tak- 
ing his force to a useless death. 

Crédence is accorded this account here 
because it would supply an explanation 
for ‘the recent rumors that Velasco had 
turned against Huerta with. the men 
under his command. The rumors, how-

DURANGO, ” Mexico, May 20.—The

CARRANZA’S VIEWS 
TOLD IN MESSAGES 


Showed Consistency in Notes 
to Envoys About Participat- 
ing in Conference. 


DISCREPANCY IN OFFERS 


Asked First to One Kind of Confer- 
ence—lInvitation to Wider 
Kind Withdrawn. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—An English 
translation of all the communications 
that were exchanged between the A B C 
envoys and Gen. Carranza from the 
time of the first offer of good offices 
by the mediators, to their withdrawal 
of the invitation to Gen. Carranza to 
appoint representatives to discusS a 
basis of agreement; was furnished to 
THE NEw YORK TIMES correspondent 
today by a local representative of the 
Constitutionalist cause. These communi- 
cations were telegraphed to Washington 
by Gen. Carranza Monday night, when 
he also sent @ message in which he 
outlined to Sefior Zubaran his attitude 
toward mediation. 

The exchange of views between the 
mediators and Gen. Carranza was. ef- 
fected in seven notes. The gnly other 
communication, passing between the 
Constitutionalists and the envoys is the 
Zubaran letter, which Sefior Urquidi to- 
day delivered to “Ambassador da Gama 
at Niagara Falls. 

Publication of these messages is taken 
as a sign that the Constitutionalists 
feel that Gen. Carranza has been con: 
sistent in denying the right of interna- 
tional mediators to deal with the in- 
ternal affairs of-Mexico. The corre- 
spondence shows that the envoys in- 
vited ‘Gen. Carranza’ to one kind of 
conference, (for the settlement of spe- 
cific unpleasantness between the United 
States and Mexico,) while the invitation 
that was withdrawn involved a plan 
that had been extended to include in- 
ternal affairs. There is the same dis- 
crepancy between the offer of the medi- 
ators to the United States and the ac- 
ceptance as signed by Mr. Bryan. The 
offer was for the settlement of specific 
points at issue. The acceptance in- 
volved the whole field of Mexican: pol- 
itics. 

This suggests that the mediators were 
persuaded by the Washington Govern- 
ment to broaden the scope of their good 
offices, and that this change of mind 
may not have come in its fullest extent 
until after Gen.’ Carranza had been in- 
vited to participate. in the narrower 
discussion. 

This was the-message from the A B C 
envoys to Gen. Carranza offering their 
good offices:

CARRANZA’S TAMPICO TRIP. 


Gen. Caballero Apprises Admiral 
Mayo of Leader’s Coming Visit.

WASHINGTON, May. 29.--The report 
that Gen. Carranza was going to Tam- 
pico was confirmed in a dispatch from 
Admiral Mayo today, quoting Gen. 
Caballero. Gen. Carranza, said Mayo’s 
authority, was at Monterey and would 
come to Tampico soon for a few days. 


TAMPICO, May 26, (Delayed.)—Gen. 
Caballero and the officers of the little 
garrison here are planning a_.brilliant 
reception for Gen. Carranza, but their 
advices indicate that Tampico will be 
his headquarters for only a short time 
and that he will fix the seat of his gov- 
ernment at Monterey or at Saltillo. 

The Federals who were driven out of 
Tampico --~ moving toward the in- 
terior, according to the reports received 
at headquarters, and a few' stragglers 
are daily availing themselves of the 
offering of amnesty. 


SHOT AT MERCHANT SHIPS. 


Mexicans in Mazatlan Attacking 
Them—Japanese Arms Landed? 


ON BOARD UNITED STATES 58. 
CALIFORNIA, MAZATLAN, May 28, 
via wireless to San Diego, May 29.— 
Reports have reached the American 
fleet here of attacks upon steamers in 
the Harbor of Acapulco by Mexicans. 
The violence appears to be the work 
mainly of civilians, who have been 
guilty of firing recklessly at the ships 
in the ‘harbor. 

Conditions at Acapulco are described 
in information conveyed to the Amer- 
ican Admiral as deplorable. 

The Japanese merchant vessels Selyo 
Maru ané Kivo Maru have left Man- 
zanillo, where {tt was reported they 
landed munitions of war for Huerta. 
The Seiyo Maru sailed for Salina Cruz 
and the Ktyo Maru for Honolulu. 

The gunboat Annapolis, which was 
ordered to the mouth of the Yaqui River 
after the French colony at Santa Ro- 
salia had advised Admiral Howard that 
Americans were in danger of an Indian 


rising, has reported that quiet prevails 
in the Yaqui country. 


STRIKES. AT OIL CONCESSIONS. 


Minister Moheno Says Mexico Must 
Share. in Petroleum Profits. 


MEXICO CITY, May 20.—The Pearson 
oil concessions in Mexico were the sub- 
ject of an attack by Querido Moheno, 
Minister of Commerce and Labor, in @ 
speech late last night in the Chamber 
of Deputies here. The Minister said 
that they had been given under the 
influence of the Government of Porfirio 
Diaz, but without any benefit accruing 
to.the Mexican nation. 

In the future, he continued, the Gov- 
ernment must participate in the petro- 
leum business, and then Mexico would 
have 500,000,000 pesos in her treasury 


and could possess an army of 500,000 


men to defend the national dignity 
against. foreign countries. 


PRODS BLANQUET ON PARKS. 


Brazilian Minister Gets Promise of 
‘a Full Inquiry. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—It was an- 
nounced here today that Gen. Blanquet, 
Minister of War in the Huerta Cabinet, 
had at the request of the Brazilian Min- 
ister given a- promise to take immediate 
steps- to obtain information regarding 
the case of Private Parks and Garcia, 
the Filipino servant of Capt. Rice,. who 
disappeared outside the American lines 
at Vera Cruz. 

The Brazilian Minister reported to.the 
State Department that he made his de- 
mand in. the strongest terms, and as- 


serted that something must be done to 
assure that no further “ inexplicable 
delay’ takes place. 


REDRESS FOR SPANIARDS. 


Growers May Recover Cotton on 
Payment of Rebel War Tax. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Representa- 

tions made by this Government to Gon: 


Carranza, at the instance of the Spanish 


Ambassador, in behalf of the Spanish 
cotton growers in Mexico, have come to 
a satisfactory conclusion. Secretary 
Bryan was advised today by Consular 
Agent Carothers that nine of the Span- 
ish growers may take possession of their 
property by paying the prevailing war 
tax of $15 gold a bale. -A commission 
has been created before which : the 
Spaniards may offer proof of ‘their neu- 
trality, and if they establish it they may 
return to their properties, which may be 
recovered ' on payment of war taxes.

For this reason I state to you that I 
believe the conflict between the United 
States and Mexico ought not to be 
solved in future conferences unless in 
these conferences there is represented 
the general headquarters of the Con- 
stitutionalist Army. : . 

Mediators Are Embarrassed. 

The appearance of Sefior Urquidi with 
their request is particularly embar- 
rassing to the mediators, according to 
the understanding of their position. 

They had succeeded so well in their 
effort to bring the American and the 
Mexican-Governments into accord that 
a plan of pacification had been agreed 
to. As told in THs Truss, this plan. ‘s 
now before President Wilson and Pres- 
ident Huerta for consideration. The 
mediators are said to have been hope- 
ful that it would’ be approved by both 
Governments within the next few days. 
This approval’would mean that the rest 
of the conference would be devoted 
merely to drafting the points of agree- 
ment set forth in the pacification plan— 
a& Matter of such a brief period that 
the chances were regarded as excellent 
that the peace protocol would be signed 
early next week.’ 

There is reason to believe that the 
mediators had determined not to re- 
ceive the communication carried by 
Sefior Urquidi, and were only persuaded 
to modify that attitude by the request 
of the American delegates, who are 
supposed to have acted under instruc- 
tions from Secretary Bryan. It was 
the understanding here to-night, based 
upon reports -from Washington, that 
the American Government believed that 
if a Carranza representative were ad- 
mitted to the conference an excellent 
opportunity would be presented to ob- 
tain the amicable assent: of Gen. Car- 
ranza to the peace plan already agreed 
upon. 

Difficulty might be experienced, it 
was said in defense of the Washington 
Administration’s attitude, if the Consti- 
tutionalists were not consulted in regard 
to the terms for Mexican pacification 
until after they had been indorsed for- 
mally by the United States and the Mexi 
can Governments. . In signing the peace 
protocol, the United States delegates 
would commit President Wilson to give 
moral support to the new commission 
Government wpich the peace plan pro- 
poses to establish in Mexico City. In 
this case moral support would be equiva- 
lent to action that would prevent the 
Constitutionalists from overthrowing 
the new Government. 


How Urquidi Was Received. 

The manner of Séefior Urquidi's recep- 
tion by the mediators was interesting. 
After applying to Ambassador da Gama 
for a hearing on his arrival in the morn- 
ing at the Clifton Hotel, and receiving 
word that Sefior da Gama was busy, 
Sefior Urquidi started away. He was 
overtaken by a messenger from the me- 
diators, however, and told to return to 
the hotel at'5 o’clock. In the interim 
he saw the American delegates. At 4 
o’clock the American delegates called on 
the mediators by appointment to discuss 
the Carranza application and other mat- 
ters. They were with the mediators up 
to 5 o’clock, when Sefior Urquidf was 
scheduled to appear. At 5:05 the me- 
diators sent out a messenger to find 
him. He was located in the hotel tele- 
graph office, engaged in a conversation 
with his associates in Washington over 
a wire leased for the purpose. Sefior 
Urquidi begged for fifteen minutes’ 
grace. The mediators granted it, but 


he did not appear at their rooms until 
5:40 o’clock, 


Ambassador da Gama as the senior me- 
dfator. The conversation between them 
lasted about two minutes. The time 
was taken up by an expression of ap- 
preciation by Sefior Urquidi for the 
kindness of the Ambassador in receiving 
him. Sefior Urquidi left the Carranza 
notes in Sefior da Gama’s hands and 
went away. 

He will leave here for Washington to- 
morrow. 


Urquidi Anpears on the Scene. 

There was a flurry of excitement here 
today when the long awaited agent of 
the Carranzistas appeared in the person 
of Sefior Urquidi. 

He is a young man, short of stature, 
who moves with nervous quickness and 
has.a pair of bright, alert eyes. He was 


‘promptly surrounded by a group of re- 


porters, whom he told that he was noth- 
ing more than a messenger of Gen. Car- 
ranza, having came here merely to bring 
a communication sent by his chief to. the 
A B C mediators through Sefior Zu- 
baran, chief Carranzista agent at Wash- 
ington. 

‘It is simply a statement of facts,” 
said Sefior Urquidi, ‘‘and a definition 
of Carranza’s position in the present 
situation. His position is in no way dif- 
ferent from that which ‘he has assumed 
all along.’”’ 

When asked if Gen. Carranza wished 
to be represented at the peace confer- 
ence and whether he would abide by its 
result, Sefior Urquidi said that Car- 
ranza was quite willing to send a rep- 
resentative here, but that he would not 
admit the right. of the conference to 
determine anything except the interna- 
tional: problems now Penns Mex- 
ico. 

He said that the form of government 
to be set up in Mexico came under the 
héad of an internal problem, and as 
such must be decided by the Mexicans 
themselves, without interference from 
outsiders. 

Outside of the stir caused by the 
appearance of the Carranza agent, the 
mediators. and both sets of delegates 
had a quiet dav.

PORTO RICO EXPEDITIONS. 


Academy of Sciences to Send Sev- 
eral Parties to Island.

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ARREST PROMOTERS 
FOR BIG BANK FRAUD 


Government Agents Descend on 
Eugene F. E. Oppenheim 
and Howard J. Rogers. 


$200,000 LOOTING CHARGED 


First National Bank of Amsterdam 
Robbed Through False Entries— 
Confession from Bookkeeper. 


Agents from the Department of Jus- 
tice made a raid yesterday on the 
offices of Oppenheim & Co., a pro- 
motion .concern, on the eleventh floor 
of 111 Broadway, and arrested Eugene 
F. E. Oppenheim, otherwise known as 
Baron Eugene Oppenheim, and Howard 
J. Rogers.'' They charged them with 
having been concerned in defrauding the 
First National Bank of Amsterdam, N. 
Y., out of about $200,000. , 

The complaint upon which the war- 
rant.for the. arrest of Oppenheim and 
Rogers was issued was made by Harry 
F. Pollard, a National Bank Examiner. 
This alleged that the two men, with 
others who have not yet been arrested, 
caused false entries to be made )be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1910, and May 17 last in 
the account of Richard pel ag on the 
books of the Amsterdam bank. This in- 
formation concerning these alleged 
frauds, the Bank Examiner states, 
obtained through examining the entries 
made in the books by the teller, Alonzo 
J. Finlayson, and the bookkeeper, Will- 
iam T. Brice. Mr. Pollard also states 
that he has a confession from Brice. 

In’ explanation of the way in which 
the frauds he charges were carried out, 
Pollard says that the account of Mr. 
Murphy was carried in the “inactive 
individual depositors ledger’’ and that 
they related to check transactions py 
means of which Oppenheim and Rogers 
and the others o ned money from 
the bank. Moreover, Mr. Pollard 
charges that at the time the funds 
were withdrawn from the First Na- 
tional Bank of Amsterdam neither Op- 
penheim, Rogers, nor the other two had 
any aceount with the institution, and 
the Brice Realty Company, with which 
Brice was connected, had also no ac- 
count. So it is charged that Finlayson 
and Brice aided and abetted Oppenheim 
and Rogers in their fraud. __ 

When Agents Adams, Pigniolo, and 
Scully went down to the offices of the 
Oppenheim concern they encountered 
Col John W. Young, who is said to be 
the son of Brigham bse the Mormon 
leader. He was disposed, it appeared, 
to dispute their right to enter, but the 
agents pushed him aside. They made 
their way to the executive offices of 
the firm and there they discovered Op- 
penheim addressing half a dozen men 
who sat round a large table. 

Oppenheim &: Rogers were at once 
placed under arrest and taken _before 
Commissioner Houghton in the Federal 
Building. He placed them under $25,- 
000: bail each to appear before United 
States Commissior er Borden H. Mills at 
Albany. As there was some difficulty in 
procuring this bail, Marshal Henkel took 
the two men‘to-the Tombs. The National 
Surety Company, however, agreed to go 
on their bonds, and in the afternoon the 
defendants with their counsel, Lucas & 
Ferguson, appeared before Judge Mayer 
and waiving removal proceedings con- 
sented to appear before the Albany Com- 
missioner on June 2. They were then re- 
leased. 

According to the theory of the Gov- 
ernment, in order that Oppenheim & 
Rogers might carry out their plan of 
looting the bank at Amsterdam, it was 
necessary for them to procure the as- 
sistance of two of the clerks of that 
institution. With their aid it is charged 
the conspirators proceeded to deposit 
bogus check;.to the credit of an inactive 
account,. which was: made out in_ the 
name of one of their allies; Against this 
account checks for the sum of $200,000 it 
is charged were then dfawn, and the 
money thus obtained was used in fi- 
nancial operations — 

Oppenheim, wno states that he comes 
from an-old French family, and can 
claim Kings among his ancestors, said 
after he nad been released that the ac- 
cusation had come upon him like a bolt 
from the blue. 

“ We know nothing,”’ he said, ‘‘of what 
may be the dealings of Brice with the 
bank. All we know about him is that 
he was introduced to us by Assembly- 
man Murphy, his counsel, and that he 
opened an account with us. We had no 
means of knowing. where he got the 
money he deposited with _us, and we had 
ho. reason to suppose that he had not 
come by it in the regular way. He was 
to us merely an ordinafy customer, and 
that is all we know about him.”’ 

The defendants called the accusation 
a -piece of spite, and asked how 
it was possible they could be concerned 
in these alleged trauds. They were 
said to have been begun in 1910, their 
own firm was not started until June, 
1911, and Brice did not open an account 
with them until a year later. Brice was, 
they said, interested in putting up a lot 
building in West Twenty-second Street 
before he came to them. 


STUDY WESTERN SCHOOLS. 


Mitchel, Churchill, and lienry Bru- 
ere Start on an Inspection Trip.

crew wilt be’ famous in the annals of 
Arctic exploration. It was'a journey ap- 
proximately of 500 miles over the ice 
and through the Siberian wilderness. 

A brief dispatch received by wireless 
yesterday in San Francisco by H. Liebes 
& Co. from Capt. C. T. Pederson of 
the Merman confirms the report of the 
disaster, and says the crew sought 
refuge on Wrangell Land. Here is the 
dispatch: 


Brought Capt. Bartlett from Siberian 
Coast. Karluk wrecked near Herald Isl- 
and last year. Crew camped Wrangisland. 


Liebes & Co. gave out the information 
that the Herman would return to the 
Siberian coast, and, following the coast 
line, break her way through the strait in 
an effort to reach the marooned crew 
of the Karluk in July. 

A special dispatch received by THE 
TIMEs last night from St. John’s, N. F., 
said that Capt. Bartlett had sent. this 
message from St. Michael to friends in 
that city: 


Our ship lost North Herald Island Jan- 
uary. We reached Siberian coast after 
hard experience. Arrived here last night. 
Am well; starting for East immediately. 


On the Karluk when she was carried 
away stuck fast in the ice were twenty- 
four persons besides Capt. Bartlett. 
Among them were Dr. Henri Beauchat, 
a French scientist who had made a spe- 
cial study of the Eskimos; Alister 
Forbes Mackay and James Murray, who 
were companions of Shackleton in his 
dash for the south pole; Bjarne 
Mamene, George Mallock, and William 
Baird McKinlay, as well as five Eskimos. 


Drifted in Arctic Current. 


The brief dispatch from St. Michael’s, 
Alaska, which Mr. Bridgman received 
yesterday was the first definite news 
received in this city of the Karluk since 
Stefansson sent to THE NEW YORK 
TIMES on Oct. 30 from Port Barrow, 
Alaska, the news that the vessel had 
been caught in the ice and had drifted 
beyond the ken of man. The explorer 
reported last February that in Novem- 
ber he had met Eskimos who had con- 
vinced him that they had seen Capt. 
Bartlett’s ship drift past Cape Simpson 
in the first week in October, but aiter 
that not a hint had come of the fate 
of the sturdy little whaler. 

All that could be said was that those 
who knew the arctic and Capt. Bartlett 
were certain that he had a good chance 
of bringing his party safe to land, and 
that as he had provisions for five 
years aboard there was no danger of his 
suffering from any lack of supplies. 

Now it appears that from Sept. 20, 
when she disappeared, until some time 
in January the gallant little whaler of 
247 tons was carried back and forth 
in the Arctic currents. She was swept 


away from a point approximately 70 
degrees 47 minutes latitude and 1 de- 
grees 7 minutes longitude, and she met 
her fate in the ice sixty miles to the 
north of Herald Island, which lies in 
71 degrees 20 minutes latitude and 175 
degrees 16 minutes longitude. This 
means that as the crow flies she drifted 
about 525 miles, but how much farther 
she actually went as the sport of the 
‘winds and the tides no one now can tell. 

While one guess is almost as good as 
another in a case of this sort until 
fuller information comes, Mr. Bridg- 
man said that until he knew something 
to the contrary he would hope that 
Capt. Bartlett and his crew suffered no 
more than ordinary hardships. 

“One need not.suppose,’’ he said, 
“that when the brief dispatch about 
the Karluk being crushed that any sud- 
den catastrophe is thereby implied. As 
likely as not, as the ice pressure became 
too great for her to withstand, her 
seams began to open slowly... There may 
have been plenty of warning, and even 
with only a few hours’ notice there 
would be time to get a certain quantity 
of provisions and stores ready on deck or 
even on the ice alongside for the moment 
when it was necessary to abandon the 


ship. 

“Would it be possible,’’ Mr. Bridgman 
was asked, ‘for Capt. Bartlett to have 
seen Herald Island at sixty miles’ dis- 
tance and so. deliberately have decided 
to make a push for it?’ 

‘“‘That may be so,’’ replied’ Mr: Bridg- 
man, ‘‘ although of course we can only 
guess at what really happened. But ifs 
the shores of Herald Island are high it} 
might. have been seen at a greater dis- 
tance than that, whereas if the shores 
are low like Long Island they would be 
entirely invisible at sixty miles distance. 
At any rate Capt. Bartlett would know 
precios? were he was, and so even if 

e could not see the island would have 
known that he was near it supposing 
he had any choice at all in the matter of 
taking to the ice.’’ 


Bartlett a Resourceful Sailor. 


Then Mr. Bridgman went on to say 
that it would not be, in all probability, 
for a man of the Arctic experience of 
Capt. Bartlett, a hard task to take his 
party across sixty, miles of ice from the 
ship to the shore. As far as Mr. Bridg- 
man knew the Karluk was well equipped 
with sledges and dogs for the trip, and, 
moreover, the: ice in that part of the 
Arctic is not particularly hard to travel. 
It is not much cut up by hummocks, 
and if it was comparatively smooth, it 
might have been crossed without any 
great difficulty or hardship. | 

When Mr. Bridgman was_ informed 
that the news had arrived which showed 
that Capt. Bartlett had taken the risk 
of the long’ march to get succor for his 
crew, he said: 

‘“T am not surprised to hear it. I 
know that Bartlett is a first-rate man 
over the ice, and no doubt that was the 
only thing which he could do to bring 
help to his men. I am a good deal 
interested to know now what he will 
do next. I should not be surprised if 
he waited until the whaler could get 
back to Wrangell Island or Heraid 
Island, wherever the party may be, and 
bring them back with him. 

- hope,’” went on Mr. Bridgman, 
‘*that we shall learn that once Herald 
Island was reached a sufficient number 
of stores and equipment had been saved 
to enable Capt. Bartlett’s party to pass 
the Winter in comparative comfort. 
do not think there is ever any ~ hae 
difficulty in reaching Wrangell Island. 
and there are plenty of whalers and 
Government vessels which go as far 
north as that. Still, I am very anxious 
to get further news of what did actually 
take place. It will be most interesting.”

Ghost Ships of Arctic. 


“* Some of the old whalers,’”’ he, said, 
“*tell most fascinating stories. They 
speak of whaling vessels deserted by 
their crews as about to sink which pass 
out of all human knowledge, only to ap- 
pear again like a ghost ship months 
afterward. They are carried hither and 
thither with the drift of the ice, and 
no one knows when they may turn up 
again. I nave been so long away from 
home engaged in very different fields 
that I have no know of what the 
conditions in the arctic have been re- 
cently, and [I hesitate to epee of them.”’

York Times from W. E. Hudson of 
Seattle, Wash:, published on Feb. 1, 
however, it appears. that tl Winter 
just over was unusually severe in the 
arctic regions further south. Coming 
out from the Winter quarters of the

ice and sunk. All hands were saved. 
The Belvedere and Polar are frozen in 
near the beach off Griffin Point.

The Alaska is safe at Collinson Point.” 

Mr. Hudson took, at that time, a pes- 
simistic view of the chances of the 
Karluk, although he said that experts 
were agreed that it was quite possible 
that if she was crushed and sunk her 
crew would have had time to escape. 

He gives an interesting suggestion as 
to the cause of the freezing in of Capt. 
Bartlett’s vessel.. With all his arctic 
experience, he pointed out that the 
Pt oe nee never had sailed through the 
Behring Strait from the Pacific Ocean, 
and so. he ignored the old rule followed 
by the whaling Captains who know those 
waters. 

“Under ordinary conditions,’ he 
wrote, ‘‘ the ice swings off from Point 
Barrow about Aug. 1, and the naviga- 
tion of the arctic as far east as Hersch- 
ell Island and Bailey Island is compar- 
atively easy, provided the rule of the 
old-time whaler is followed and the 
venturesome navigator keeps inside of 
the seven-fathom mark. 


Possible Cause of Mishap. 


“By keeping inside that limit it is 
possible during average seasons to navi- 
gate the small ice between the flow and 
the pack. Taking the big leads that 
open up in the main pack is simply 
madness. The experience of nearly 100 
vessels, which have been lost in the 
pack during the last fifty years, proves 
this fact. Of all the vessels that have 
gone off shore and attempted to navi- 
gate the pack not one has ever re- 
turned.’’ 

Capt. Bartlett, Mr. Hudson thought, 
had disregarded the rule of safety and 
had met with disaster. Howeyer, as 
Capt. Bartlett had five years’ provisions 
aboard, his friends were confident he 
would come out all. right, and Mr.

History of the Expedition. 


The expedition which Stefansson or- 
ganized and commanded was. under- 
taken for more than geographical rea- 
sons. It was sent out by the Canadian 
Government not only to discover what 
might be lying in the Arctic Ocean to 
the north of the Dominion, but also to 
take formal possession as British ter- 
ritory of any islands or even continents 
which might still be-unknown. . 

On the maps of today there is a vast 
blank. space stretch 
Banks and Melville Islands to the north 
of ka and Siberia. To discover 
what it might contain, to. see if there 
was any truth in the tradition that here 
Was a mighty continent perhaps never 
yet trodden by the foot of men, 
expedition went forth. Its plan was 
to set sail from Canada under the 
Canadian flag, to make-its way through 
the Bering Straits and to establish two 
bases of operation, one an Melville Isl-

The Karluk and the Mary Sachs sailed 
from Victoria, B. C., on June 17 last, 
and the next heard of them was a dis- 
atch from Stefansson himself, printed 
n THE NEW YorK Times on Aus. 25. 
Writing aboard the Karluk on Aug. 6, 
he told how the Mary Sachs and the 
Karluk, keeping company, had left Port 
Clarence on July 27, but had lost sight 
of each other the same day. The Kar- 
luk was caught in a gale, but on Aug. 2 
reached Point Barrow, where she was 
caught for the first time in the ice. 
She worked her way out, but was 
caught again on Aug. 6, three miles 
off Cape Smythe. That was the last 
heard of her until on Dec. 9 THE TimEsS 
was able to publish another dispatch 
from Stefansson, which he had written 
on Oct. 30°at Port Barrow, announc- 
ing the disappearance of the Karluk in 
the ice on Sept. 30. 


Some doubt exists as to the fate of 
the Mary Sachs. Acccrding to Mr. Hud- 
son after she parted company with the 
Karluk she fell in with the Alaska and 
reached Camden Bay. There Dr. Ander- 
son, who was aboard the Alaska de- 
termined to make his Winter quarters 
at Collinson Point, and laid up his 
own vessel. The Mary Sachs, however, 
according to Mr. Hudson, pressing on 
to Point Barrow, was caught in the ice 
and sank without any loss of life being 
reported. On the other hand Mr. 
Stefansson says that when he reached 
Collinson Point he found both the Mary 
Sachs and the Alaska safely in Winter 
quarters. The Belvedere, however, it is 
known, was frozen in at Griffin Point. 

Stefanson, who when the Karluk was 
carried away in the ice was out on a 
foraging expedition’ with a few others, 
turned his steps toward Point Barrow. 
There he heard that a schooner had 
been seen abandoned in the ice about 
ten miles off shore which he identified 
as the Elvira, a whaling. vessel. The 
explorer was at Point Barrow. on Oct. 
30, and according to a dispatch printed 
in THE TImMgs on Feb. 2, he started on 
Nov. 8 sledging along the coast to the 
east. He had left Jenness, one of his 
scientific staff, behind at Harrison Bay 
to spend a inter with the Eskimo, 
studying the language, habits, and cus- 
toms, and he was accompanied by Wil- 
kins, McConnell,- and one Eskimo. 

On his way he ran across a solitary 
explorer, E. de K. Leffingwell, who 
was spending a Winter in the arctic 
to complete some —— on Miax- 
man Island. After spending four days 
with him he pressed on to Collinson 
Point, where he found the Anderson 
party fit and well. 

There Stefdnsson was in reach of 
comparative comfort. He wrote of how 
Dr. Anderson had been on a trip to 
the Belvedere with mail, which. was to 
be forwarded from Herschel to Dawson 
by mounted police patrol. Stefansson 
met Dr, Anderson thirty miles out from 
Collinson Point and with him made a 
trip to visit the Polar Bear, another 
vessel which was frozen in safely at 
Humbbrey Point..

\Ex-Poli¢e Lieut. Charles Becker was 
sentenced to die in the electric chair on 
Monday, July 6, by Justice Samuel Sea- 
bury in the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme Court at 10:38 o’clock yesterday 
morning. At 12:50 P. M. Becker began 
his second term of incarceration in the 
death house at Sing Sing Prison, and 
half an hour later he was garbed in the 
regulation prison gray and was locked 
in his new quarters, Cell No, 17, on the 
“gallery” tier. The number 64615 was 
wired to his cell for identification pur- 
poses. The big man stretched himself 
on his bed for a-short rest, and then 
ate fish and boiled potatoes in silence. 

Of the seventeen cells in the death 
house, the five in the “gallery ’’ tier 
are the hottest. Becker had to be placed 
in the upper tier because of the un- 
precedented congestion. His cell had 
not been occupied for many years, and 
he must make it his homé until vacan- 
cies occur on the ground floor. 

Betrayal of emotion is said to. be for- 
eign to Becker’s make-up, and the 
twice-convicted man showed absolutely 
no feeling when he was led for a second 
time into the long, low, shanty-like 
house of horrors. He glanced along the 
parallel rows of cells, noticed that the 
iron bars had been whitewashed, and 


made a Sener comment to Warden 
James M. Clanc 
** Well, you have it looking like an- 


other place,” he said. 

The fourteen other occupants of the 
death house, twelve on the ground 
floor and two on the ) Upper received the 
newcomer without’a word. The cur- 
tains in their cells had been drawn, as 
is usual, and they were not raised again 
until Becker was in his cell. When they 
were lifted Becker could see a number 
of murderers from his point of vantage, 
On one’ side of him in the ‘‘ hot boxes,” 
as the cells in the “ gallery” are called, 
is Jimmy Purcell, the gambler, who 
was convicted of killing his daughter 
on the same day that Becker’s second 
trial began. Below him Becker could 
see Joseph McKenna, the Bronx girl 
murderer; a man named Log as and 
Pietro Rebacci. The latter will be ex- 
ecuted on June 23, giving one of 
Becker’s, near nefghbors a chance to 
move to the lower tier. Two other ex- 
ecutions must follow before Becker can 
hope to be released from his “ hot box.” 


To Sing Sing by Auto. 


Sheriff Grifenhagen personally took 
Becker to Sing Sing, and the trip was 
made in the Sheriff’s automobile, a pre- 
cedent in the transportation of corn- 
demned men. It was a memorable trip 
which Becker seemed to enjoy greatly. 
Three automobiles containing newspa- 

er men and friends of the Sheriff 
railed on behind the official car. 

Becker arose early in the Tombs, and 
while Sheriff Grifenhagen was making 
his plans for a quiet getaway imme- 
diately after the sentencing, Becker's 
lawyers were planning to ask fora 
temporary stay, so that Becker might 
have more time to attend to his affairs. 
Becker was notified shortly before 10 
o’clock, however, that he must go to 
Ossining immediately, and so he sent 
out for a pair oo automobile goggles. 

At. 10:25 A. M. Becker was taken 
across the Bridge of Sighs. into the 
Sheriff's office on the second floor of 
the Criminal Court Building, just over 
the courtroom. There he met his wife 
and they embraced for the last time, 
Perhaps. A few other members of the 
immediate family were present. Becker 
said his farewells to jall of them and all 
Bave way to tears excepting Becker. 

Justice Seabury entered. court — the 
Same courtroom where Becker had been 
twice tried—shortly after 10:30 o’clock. 
The courtroom was fairly crowded and 
the counsel railing was ‘occupied by 
representatives from the District Attor- 
ney’s office and by Becker’s attorneys, 
Martin T. Manton, Harford T. Marshall, 
and John B. Johnston. 

‘“*Charles Becker to the bar,’ called 
Clerk Penny. 

But Becker was not in sight. The 
crowd looked back at the big oaken 
door in the rear of the room, but it was 
two minutes before two Deputy Sher- 
iffs, with Becker between them, entered 
the room. Becker carried his straw hat. 
He walked with big steady strides. 
When he reached the rail he bade good 
morning to his lawyers. 

District Attorney Whitman arose and 
made the formal motion for sentence. 
Mr. Manton then moved to have the 
verdict set aside, stating eight technical 
reasons for his motion. This was a 
strictly: formal procedure and not one 

entailing any argument. Justice Sea- 
bury denfed the motions summarily. 
Then Clerk Penny asked: 

“Charles Becker, what have you to 
say why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced upon you according to law?’ 

*“‘He has nothing to say,” replied Mr. 
Manton. 


Sentence of Death. 


Leaning forward Justice Seabury then 
read these fateful words to the man at

you, Charles Becker, for the murder in 


the first degree of one Herman Rosen- 
thal, whereof you are convicted, be, 
and yo u are heteby, sentenced to the 
punishment of déath; and it is ordered, 
within ten days after this day’s session 
of the court, the Sheriff of the County 
of New York deliver you, together with 
the warrant of this Court, to the Agent 
and Warden of the State Prison of New 
York at Sing Sing, where you shall 
kept in solitary confinement untit the 
week beginning Monday, July 6, 1914, 
and, upon: some day in the week so 
appointed, the said Agent and Warden

The Becker lawyers have stated 
that they would be ready to argue the 
case before the Court of Appeals at 
the beginning of the Fall term in Octo- 
ber. t is believed, however, that it 
will be a year before the court can act 
on the case.

Ossining Folk Wish Convicts Kept 
Away from the Village. 


OSSINING, N. Y., May 29.—The peo-

THE ST, LAWRENCE DISASTER. 
A passenger steamship, the engines 
of which, according to -her Captain, 
had been stopped because of the dens- 
ity of the fog, in a dangerous part of 
the St. Lawrence River, was struck 
amidships on the port side by a col- 
lier which must have been going at 
full speed. It is to be supposed that 
the fog signals of the Empress of Ire- 
land were made use of. The blame 
for the terrible disaster of yesterday 
morning, which promises, as the details 
become known, to rival in its accumu- 





lation of horrors the loss of the Ti- |: 


tanic, must rest-upon the Captain of 
the collier Storstad. The port. side of 
the passenger steamer was torn away 
from the point of contact to her 
screws. Safety bulkheads were of no 
avail after such a collision. It is clear 
that the Storstad either did not hear 
the signals of the other vessel or disre- 
garded them. In those waters there is 
no possible excuse for careless naviga- 
tign in any kind of weather. In a fog 
so thick that it was deemed advisable 
to stop the engines of one steamer it 
was clearly the duty of the Storstad’s 
Captain, if he kept his engines going 
at all, to proceed at the lowest possible 
rate of speed. 

When all the facts as to the loss of 
the Empress of Ireland are known, 
however, they may tend to lessen the 
heavy burden of blame which now 
seems to rest upon the collier’s Cap- 


tain. The results of the disaster could‘: 


not have been worse. The stricken 
ship sank within a quarter of an hour, 
and of the 1,367 persons on board 
it seems that/more than 900 lost their 
lives. Among these were all but a very 
few of the first-cabin passengers. The 
significance of the fact that the Cap- 
tain and some other officers were 
saved while so many passengers 
were lost perhaps might easily be 
overestimated. All who were. saved 
at all seem to have missed : death 
by the merest chance. There was little 
time for careful and systematic launch- 
ing of the lifeboats. An explosion on 
the ship may have killed many of the 
passengers. 

Among the lost are two Englishmen 
of note, LAURENCE IRVING, actor and 
dramatist, and Sir Henry SEToN-Kakr, 
the advocate and naturalist, who were 
returning to England after a sojourn 
in Canada, ~Their loss will be greatly 
deplored, but it is not only the dis- 
tinction of the victims which counts 
most in the public mind after such dis- 
asters. Many families have ‘been 
broken up; there has been a great 
loss to the world in human energy 
and intellect. Once more we are 
brought face to face with the fallibil- 
ity of appliances for safety at sea. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway was 
confident until yesterday that its ves- 
sels were provided with every means 
for saving human life in case of peril. 
After one instant of\ collision one of 
the best of them lies at the bottom of 
the St. Lawrence River, and the 
shock of sudden. bereavement is felt 
from Denver and Calgary to London 
and to Auckland, New Zealand, while 
the whole world-is saddened and horri- 
fied. But let it be remembered that 
it was the agency of the newest of all 
our boons, the wireless telegraph, 
which caused the saving of more than 
400 of the victims. Without the wire- 
less all would probably have perished.

.  “ MEMORIAL DAY. 

In the ‘public rejoicing over the first 
of the Summer holidays, which Me- 
morial Day assuredly is in spite of the 
calendar, the origin and purpose of 
the festival must never be forgotten. 
In one of the earlier celebrations of 
the day ex-Senator DrerpEw described

After the 
close of the war between the States 
the women of the South -Instifuted the 
custom of decorating swith flowers the 
graves of Soldiers who had ‘fallen in 
battle.

Decoration or Memorial Day until

particular day. was generally estab- 
Ushed» throughout the North, Me- 
morial Day is now a legal holiday In 
all the States except. Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North and@ South ‘Carolina, and Texas. 
In Virginia they call it Confederate 
Memorial Day, but that makes no dif- 
ference. *In some of the other South- 
érn States various other Spring days 
are set apart for the same purpose, 
April.26,.May 10, and the second Fi- 
day in May. It should be the earnest 
desire of every patriotic American that 
‘all the States should hold their me- 
morial exercises on the same day, that 
the old rancors and prejudices should 
be disregarded on that day, as it is 
to be hoped they will soon be disre- 
garded for all time. But already great 
progress: has been made in the oblit- 
eration of the bitter memories of our 
civil war, and the Memorial Day serv- 
ices everywhere should be so conduct- 
ed as to strengthen the renewed bonds 
of friendship between North and 
South. We have a President now who 
is a native of the South, and all the 
old Southern States gave him large 
majorities. The voice of the South is 
as clear and as influential in our na- 
tional affairs as it was in the era pre- 
ceding the rebellion. The time has 
surely come to forget all the old ani- 
mosity, and this is the day of all 
others on which the North and Sauth 
should join in honoring the memory of 
their heroic dead. 

Memorial Day having been institut- 
ed in so many of the States as to be- 
come a national holiday, or as near an 


country, where all holidays are in- 
stituted by the individual States, it 
was inevitable that its character 
should be somewhat modified. Al- 
though the chief purpose is always 
held tn view, it has beconie a custom, 
and a beautiful. one, to decorate not 
only the graves of soldiers but also 
those of near friends and relatives. By 
many families, therefore, the day is 
held sacred to. the memory of near 
and dear ones whose names are not 
written down conspicuously in a na- 
tion’s annals. The military parades 
and ceremonials which serve to ex- 
press the public sentiment promise 
to be as noteworthy this year as ever 
in this neighborhood, but it is natural, 
as the holidays of the multitude are so 
rare, that sporting events and outdoor 
festivities should be so common on 
May 30. They, too, may serve their 
purpose, for the significance of the 
holiday must be known to all who en- 
joy them. But with each recurrence of 
Memorial Day the need of making its 
solemn observances common to all the 
States and all the Territories and out- 
lying possessions. of thé Republic, 
wherever the American flag floats 
over a united people, should be upper- 
most. in every patriot’s: mind. We 
have no nobler national celebration 
than this; we shall never have a more 
fitting one for the manifestation of 
our national brotherhood. 








RECOGNITION OF THE UNION. 

The solidarity of labor throughout 
the world is shown better by nothing 
than by the fact that in many coun- 
tries the demand for the betterment 
of the conditions of labor is sub- 
merged in the demand for the “ recog- 
nition of the union.” The phrase 
seems harmless to those who fancy 
that it means collective bargaining 
or a strengthening of the individual 
by the resources of organization. 
Labor must recognize the combina- 
tions of capital; why should not cap- 
ital recognize the combinations of 
labor?) There is no reason if the 
phrases mean the/same thing in both 
cases. In fact, they mean very dif- 
ferent things, and the difference is 
illustrated by the cablegrams pub- 
lished yesterday regarding the strike 
in the London building trade. 

The London builders so far recog- 
nized the unions that they wished 
to enter into an agreement with 
them providing for employment upon 
agreed terms, with a. condition that 
work should not stop because of the 
employment of others than unionists. 
There was no attempt to ignore the 
unions, or to discriminate against 
unionists, nor.any question about 
other conditions of employment. Over 
the issue of the right of others than 
unionists to work on union terms 
there has been a struggle now in its 
eighteenth week. On Thursday the 
builders balloted upon the employers’ 
surrender and rejected it. There waa 
a vote of 21,017 against 5,821 in 
favor of broadening the strike to 
demand— 
the reoognition of the Building In- 
dustries’ Federation, the total elimi- 
nation of non-union men, and the en- 
tire abrogation of disability penalties 

for non-observance of agreements. 

Already the strike for the recog- 
nition of the Builders’ Union has 
caused the loss of $5,000,000 in wages 
and has embarrassed the execution. 
of . $40,000,000 worth ‘of contracts. 


Instead of accepting the employers’ 


surrender the demand is extended to 
affiliated. “trades, perhaps ‘Involving 
hundreds © of thousands of workers. 
No non-unionist is to be allowed to 
work, andthe Federation which de- 
mands recognition repudiates penal- 
ties for non-fulfillment of contracts. 
Small wonder that the employers 
whose sutrender was réjected re-

‘They are 
combinations to profit at the expense 
of others, using the resources of or- 
ganization, not against capitalist 
trusts, but against unorganized bread- 
winners. The plea that otherwise 
the rates of wages would be depressed 
below a living wage cannot be urged 
when the question of wages is not in 
dispute, and when employers are will- 
ing even to pay more than the mar- 
ket price for labor if allowed to run 
their business in their own way. 
There are employers who know that 
they can produce enough moré in an 
open shop to warrant them in pay- 
ing their help more. The conspiracy 
of capital is for increase .of pro- 
duction, and goods once produced 
must benefit the consumer. The con- 
spiracy of labor is for the increase of 
costs and the reduction of product. 
The conspiracy of the one. side 
against the other might be turned 
into a combination of the one with 
the other for mutual and national 
benefit but for the demand for the 
“recognition of the union.” That 
phrase is a chief explanation of the 
supremacy of Germany over England 
in the world-wide fight for trade 
supremacy. As yet the United States 
suffers less than England, but it is 
suffering.

Seeing by become in recent, years 
Wire tothe attainment. by 
Is Coming. the scientists of one 


end after another that 
not long ago was treated as a possibil- 
ity only by the writers of fairy: stories, 
that quite without incredulity and, al- 
most without wonder do we hear of the 
invention by an English physicist, Dr. A 
M. Low, of a machine that will do for 
the eyes what the telephone.does for 
the ears. 

This latest annihilation of distance has 
not yet passed beyond the stage of an 
expensive laboratory experiment, but 
from that to commercial usage has so 
often been a short step that “‘ seeing by 
wire ’’ will be, it can almost be taken as 
sure, & practical achievement of the near 
future. And this, indeed, will be no 
surprise. to those who know what has 
been going on among the many investi- 
gators of electrical potencies. 

At a dinner given by THe Times in 
December, 1909, to the Directors of The 
Associated Press, Dr. Atexanper GRAHAM 
Bri, speaking over the telephone from 
Washington to the assembled guests, 
made confident prophecy that an ex- 
tension of visibility exactly analogous 
to the telephone’s. extension of audibil- 
ity was coming, and he warned his hear- 
ers, if any of them. were inclined. to 
skepticism on the subject, to remember 
the confusion and humiliation which not 
many years before had come upon thosé 
who “‘ knew ”’ that the telephone was an 
interesting but worthless toy. 

It was next to inevitable that ‘‘ seeing 
by. wire ’’’ would be accomplished by the 
use of selenium, that substance the sen- 
sitiveness of which to light long ago at- 
tracted the attention of. scientists and 
has already been utilized in many ways. 
The exact nature of Dr. Low’s device is 
only hinted at in the brief dispatches now 
at hand. Probably it never will be thor- 
oughly understood, amy more than is

except the technical experts. That, how- 
ever, need not worry us common péople 
at all, for doubtless we shall be able to 
see as well as to talk in the new fashion 
as well as our betters. 

What may well: give us some’ appre- 
hension is the difficulty of finding a 
suitable name for this achievement.

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PRISON CONTRACT GOODS. 


Booher-Hughes Bill Defended as a 
Protection to Free Labor. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with interest the editorial 
article in THe Times entitled ‘‘ Prison 
Contract Goods.” The National Con- 
sumers’ League advocates the passage 
of the Booher-Hughes bill in the inter- 
est alike of the public and the convicts. 
The bill provides that products of the 
labor of convicts, when shipped. into 
other States than those where they are 
made, shall become subject to the legis- 
lation of the tes which they enter. 

Our interest arises from practical ex- 
perience in the silk skirt factory carried 
on. under contract at the Moundsville, 
(West Va.) Penitentiary. For many years 
manufacturers who use our label com- 
Plained of the unfair competition of the 
Moundsville- goods, made by men for 
whose day’s labor the contractor paid 
only 50.cents to the State of West Vir- 
ginia. When a man’s term expired he 





.left the prison highly trained in making 


silk petticoats—a girl’s trade. . The only 
work open _to him was in a factory car- 
ried on in the same city by the same 
contractor where, we are credibly in- 
formed. a man could earn at Most SU 
cents a day. The product was sold in 
New York City through jobbers, who 
undercut manufacturers paying stand- 
ard wages to women and girls. 

This is merely a concrete example of 
the baleful effect of convict contract 
labor in a. single industry in a single 
State. It exists in°many {industries in 
many States. 

No one wishes convicts kept in idle- 
ness. But this contract work taught 
men a trade at which they could not 
earn a living when set free, and mean- 
while grievously injured both manufac- 
turers and free employes in New York 
City. Under the Booher-Hughes bill the 
product could not be foisted upon the 
market in New York State, which for- 
bids contract labor. 

The State of West Virginia could, how- 
ever, employ its convicts, in Summer, in 
farming and in making good roads—of 
which it Is sorely in need—and, in Win- 
ter, in producing everything used by the 
State, cities, counties, and villages, 
while teaching its convicts how to earn 
a living! : 

The District of Columbia affords an 
object lesson for the whole nation in its 
successful application of this method. 

We are unable to agree with Tup 
Timnps-that the Booher-Hughes bill is a 
mischievous measure, On the contrary, 
we desire its passage at the present 
session.

WAGONS WITHOUT BRAKES 


Are a Menace at Crossings and on 
Slippery Streets. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has been called several times 
of late to the absence of brakes on the large 
majority of the trucks used throughout the 
city. Now, in my estimation and TI have ac- 
tive interest in a firm that operates moré 
than thirty two-horse trucks—a brake on 
any kind of a wagon is very essential. In 
the first place, the frequent sprinkling of 
the ckty streets at this time of the year 
makes the footing under horses very uncer- 
tain, and when it becomes necessary for a 
driver to make a sudden stop; the entire 
weight of a loaded truck is thrown on the 
team, with the result that if a secure foot- 
ing cannot be obtained the horse is apt to be 
thrown and badly injured. 

In the second place, the absence of brakes 
leaves the driver without any means of con- 
trol when approaching crossings, and I have 
noticed any number of accidents to pedes- 
trians on this account. As recently as 
Wednesday last a large truck moving west 
on Dey Street, where there is a slight down- 
ward grade, became uncontrollable, finally 
coming to a stop about midway between 
Broadway and Church Street on the south 
side of Dey Street; turned over on its side 
with its Joad scattered along the sidewalk, 
and one of the horses wedged under the 
Wagon. (Police confirmation of this inci- 
dent can be obtained at Headquarters). 

I contend that if this truck had been prop- 
erly equipped with brakes, the driver could 
have kept his team under control, thereby 
saving his horse and the damage to his en- 
tire load, and avoiding the splitting of the 
pole on the wagon.

Cowboy Sults Dangerous. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Cowboy. suits worn by youngsters are very 
inflammable, and are a menace to life, as 
proved by the records in the Brooklyn Coro- 
her’s office. During the year 1913, in Brook- 
lyn alone, there were twenty-two deaths re- 
sulting from bonfires and the wearing of 
cowboy suits. These suits are made of cot- 
ton and trimmed with a filmsy fringe. A 
small spark will set them afire, and they 
burn like oil-soaked paper. 

While Coroner’s Physician a case came to 
my attention in which a small bey who was 
wearing his cowboy suit for the first time 
passed a tinemith carrying a charcoal stove. 
A spark flyisig from the stove set the boy’s 
suit ablaze, and the little fellow died a few 
hours later. Manufacturers should be urged 
to render these suits fireproof, which can be 
done at little expense and without injury to 
the fabric. Meanwhile parents should realize 
the grave danger of dressing their children 
in this kind of garment, as it is a positive 
menace to the life af the wearer.

THe Timms seems to baége its belief 
that these secretaries should be ex- 
empted on the following grounds: 

That these secretaries art really deputies 
who ‘‘ act for the appointing officers.’’ 

“That the form of competition proposed by 


in effect ‘‘a form of appointment by the 
examiners oy the Ctvil Service Commissien- 
ers;. * * © it is obviously not the en- 
tirely impartial and independent sifting of 
applicants that is contemplated by law.’’ 

Mr. McAneny emphasizes these same 
points and adds the further arguments 
that the proposed examination is a 
** theoretical extension of the competi- 
tive idea,” and that in order to secure 
these technical experts it is proposed 
that the “commission should invent 
new kind of examination which should 
be competitive in name only,’’ and fur- 
ther that positions such as these sec- 
retaryships have ever since the civil 
service law was passed been exempted 
from competitive examination. 

All of these arguments were consid- 
ered by the Executive Committee of the 
Civil Service Reform Association at its 
last regular meeting, and all the mem- 
bers present were unanimously of the 
opinion that these arguments were not 


positions was entirely practicable. 

The argument that these secretaries 
are really deputies who act for the 
appointing officers is based on an er- 
roneous assumption. These secretaries 
are not to act for and in place of the 
members of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. If they were they 
would automatically be exempted by 
the provisions of the civil service law.- 
The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment will be the policy-determining 
authority in all these matters, and the 
secretaries will only act.in an advisory 
and executive capacity. THm Timms has 
always hitherto opposed the exemption 
of similar places, such as Assistant 
Postmasters, who act generally for and 
in place of Postmasters, Deputy Col- 


and in place of their superiors. This 
argument for exemption is the same 
argument that is always made by op- 
ponents of the merit system, and has 
been demolished time and again by THE 
Timms and by other advocates of civil 
service reform. 

The argument that the form of com- 
petition proposed by us is in effect a 
torm: of appointment by the examiners 
of the Civil Service Commissioners has 
no greater weight in the case of these 
positions than in the case of all other 
positions, and it is an old-time argu- 
ment of the spoilamen that the civil 
service examinations transfer the ap- 
pointments from the appointing officer 
to the Civil Service Commission and its 
examiners. If such an argument were 
conclusive it would strike at the whole 
merit system. It is no more applicable 
to these positions: than to any other 
positions which are constantly filled by 
competitive examination. The appoint- 
ing officer is ‘allowed ‘the discretion of 
selecting one from the first three names 
on the list, and this has always been 
deemed to give him a sufficient dis- 
cretion, and our Court of Appeals has 
held that where such discretion is given 
the appointing power cannot be deemed 
to be transferred to the Civil Service 
Commission. This argument. contains 
the further implication that;the oral 
examination which is to make up a 
part of the proposed competition ren- 
ders it possible for the examining board 
to show’ favoritism’ and to give effect 
to improper influences. This is no more 
true of the examining board than it 
would ‘be of the selection by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment itself 
if the positions were exempted. The 
remedy for any possible defect of this 
kind is the appointment of a special 
examining board of the highest stand- 
ing and reputation. This has been done 
before, and no criticism has been made 
of the results. 

Mr. McAneny’s argument that such 
positions as these have hitherto been | 
uniformly exempted in this city cannot, 
it seems to me, be regarded as a logical 
argument for their continued exemp- 
tion. Have we reached the Mmit of 
development of the merit system? Is 
it not possible to improve on methods 
of examination and to extend them to 
higher offices than have been subjected 
to examination in the past?

IRON AND STEEL | 
MAY BE MADE HERE 


Merchants’ Association Bureau 
Shows Less. Cost in This 
City Than Pittsburgh. 


FREIGHT CHARGES AN ITEM 


‘ 


One Firm, to Demonstrate, Has Be- 
gun the Erection of Two Blast 
Furnaces: at This Port. 


That iron and steel can be made 
cheaper in this city than anywhere else 
in the East is a proposition set forth in 
a bulletin issued yesterday by the In- 


n| dustrial Bureau of the Merchants’ As- 


sociation. -As a premise, it is stated that 
fundamental causes are shifting the 
whole status of the iron and steel indus- 
try of the country. These are set forth 
as follows: 

“The exploitation of new ore deposits 
and the exhaustion of old ones; the in- 
creasing demand for iron and steel man- 
ufactures in foreign countries; the re- 
duction of the tariff and the resulting 
disadvantage to the inland producer in 
meeting foreign competition; the com- 
pletion and opening of the Panama Ca- 
nal, and the New York State Barge Ca- 
nal, with the consequent rearrangement 
of trade routes; each of these is a sig- 
nificant factor, marking the changing 
conditions in this great industry.”’ 

In the production of pig iron, the cost 
of the raw materials delivered at the 
furnace amounts to about 90 per cent. of 
the total production cost. These raw 
materials are iron ore, coke, and lime- 
stone. After the metal itself is made, 
there comes in the important factor of 
reaching the markets where it is to be 
utilized. In all these essentials it is 
claimed that this city has advantages 
aver all other locations in the Eastern 
States. The plants in Gary, Ind., and 
South Chicago are not considered be- 
cause, on account of the high transpor- 
tation charges for the finished products, 
they cannot easily compete in the East- 
ern market. The same is true as to 
Birmingham, Ala., because its isolation 


makes it extremely restricted as a cen- 
tre for distribution. The comparisons 
made are mainly with Pittsburgh and 
South Bethlehem. 

As illustrating, also, that the conclu- 
sions reached are not mere theo 
fact is stated that the firm of ither- 
bee, Sherman & Co. has started the con- 
struction of two blast furnaces here 
with a daily capacity of 400.tons each.

Thus 
the Lake Champlain deposits; some of 
which are exceptionally fine, are within 
easy reach. From the present surveys 
there are 250,000,000 tons of this ore 
available, and there are also large ad- 
ditional "deposits that have not been 
surveyed. When the enlarged Lake 
Champlain Canal is completed, it is esti- 
mated that ore from these deposits can 
be delivered here at about 50 cents per 
ton, as compared with the $2.08 per ton 
cost of Lake Superior ore delivered in 
Pittsburgh. The real advantage in favor 
of this city is even greater because of 
the larger iron content in the Lake 
Champlain ore. 

Besides this, ore can be had cheaply 
from the large magnetic deposits near 
Brewster, from Texas, and«from Cuba. 
Ore from the last-named source can. be 
put down here at a cost of 90 cents per 
ton cheaper than at valley furnaces.

INTERBOROUGH ENJOINED. 


Must Institute Suits in Damage Dis- 
putes in Elevated Work. 


The Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, in third tracking its elevated lines, 
if it cannot agree with the abutting 
property owners as to the Amount of 
the damage the enlargement of its lines 
will cause, must institute condemnation 
proceedings before it begins the work.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices Recede a Little More—| «. 
New Financing Under Way 
——Bank Surplus Lower. 


With the approach of a double holiday 
the stock market reflected yesterday, 
taking it as a whole, the disposition of 
traders to close accounts for the week. 
It was. indicative of the: underlying 
firmness which the market has lately 
displayed that the settling of speculative 
accounts was accomplished without any 
material setback in prices, and with a 
number of gains scattered among the 
more numerous declines. Trading drift- 
ed back a little further toward the very 
low total of a week ago, which was an- 
other indication of the indisposition of 
traders to agsume fresh market commit- 
ments. to carry over the holiday. There 
was very little in the day’s market dis- 
cussion which was new. The drift of 
events at Washington still furnished 
matter for discussion, but it was plain 
that so far as the stock market was con- 
cerned there was very little inclination 


‘| to take a discouraged view of the fur- 


ther manifestations of political activity 
in matters closely related to business. 
Of financial matters the one which was 
uppermost in the minds of the financial 
community was again the Missouri Pa- 
cific situation growing out of ‘the fact 
that the road’s $25,000,000 of .notes ma- 
ture on Monday. The further substan- 
tial rise in the price bid for the notes 
and the additional. gain made by- the 
stock of the road yesterday in the face 
of a realizing movement in the market 
as a whole increased confidence in the 
belief that the plan for the extension of 
the notes would’ be declared operative. 
The meeting of the Directors to discuss 
this question was not held until after 
the close of the market, and final decis- 
ion'was put over until Monday. 'Firm- 
ness in the road’s securities was, how- 
ever, regarded’ as all-the more signifi- 
cant because it was displayed on the 
last business day before the maturing of 
the obligation, which has given rise to 
the uncertainty which has prevailed in 
this road’s affairs within recent weeks. 
Some plans for new financing were 
under way yesterday, of which at least 
an issue of Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul bonds was expected to take defi- 
nite shape during the coming’ week. ‘. It 
is not improbable that. with the Missouri 
Pacific and Boston & Maine note exten- 
sion proposals out of the way, more con- 
sideration will be given to other pro- 
posed new issues. So far as the rail- 
roads are concerned, final decision is 
likely to be reserved in a number of in- 
stances until the Interstate Commerce 
Commission_has made known its decision 
in the freight rate increase case. It was 
hoped in this connection that the inquiry 
which the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion began yesterday into the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton deal as one phase of 
its investigation of the rate case would 
not have the effect of postponing the de- 
cision on the main point of the applica- 
tion of the Eastern railroads for a high- 
er scale of rates. * 
The bank statement published at the 
close of business showed a further but 
relatively small decline in loans, a de- 
crease of about $10,000,000 in deposits 
and. a loss of over $4,300,000 in cash, 
which was somewhat lIess than the 
amount of gold shipped to Paris at the 
middle of the week. The effect of these 
changes was a loss of close to $2,000,000 
in surplus. reserve, but this left the 


banks with practically $49,000,000 in ex- 
cess of requirements.

M. D. Waldman “Says Only 
5,177 Widows and 4,000 
Consumptives Are Aided. 


PERCENTAGE VERY SMALL 


Many Who Seek Ald Are Voluntary 
Dependents Who Never Will Be 
Self-Supporting. 


The loudly proclaimed doctrine of re- 
cent years that industrial inequalities 
are entirely responsible for destitution 
was declared unfounded, according to 
the experience of charity workers, by 
Morris D. Waldman, General. Manager 
of the United Hebrew Charities and 
President of the New York City Con- 
ference on Charities, at the opening 
meeting of the conference recently: held 
in Brooklyn. The experience of charity 
workers, said Mr. Waldman, would in- 
dicate that many persons who seek 
charitable aid are voluntary dependents 
who, even under the most favorable in- 
dustrial conditions, would not be self- 
ey. 

e said that only Sere out of 183,897 
widows of this city, or less ‘than’3 per 
cent., applied for aid to the large chari- 
table societies, a only 4,000,:or 8 -per 
cent., of the 50,000 consumptives are 
known to charity organizations. The 
vast majority avoid charity. 

“Reports reach us that in European 
countries where social insurance of ell 
kinds: has-been adopted,’’ he said, ‘‘ the 
numbers of families seeking the aid of 
organized‘charity have not diminished, 
nor have the disbursements for their 
relief been reduced. ..Social insurance 
will unquestionably benefit self-reliant 
and self-respecting people, but are we 
sure that it will. become an adequate 
substitute for charity?:

Asked if she 
khew Who it was that talked with her 
husband, she replied that since she had 
heard Miss Sullivan's voice in court she 
was sure it was the aoe Mr.
